"The portion of the erop not of-
fered for market should bLe o ware-
housed and Insured ns to become an
altractive usset in  Increasing our
debl.paying facllities. On al]l cotton
handled this way we have ™ bright
prospects of obtaining  from  thirty-

* plive ito'forty - dollarg per’ bale at ‘six

per cent Interest.

"On the individual farmer himsell
more than any one else, rests  the re-
sponsibllity of shaping the ultimato
Bucceas or fallure of obtainimg that
reliof go earnestly desired and wisely
offered by the government

“Statistics ar to our farming oper-
ations are energetically and corsectly
kept up with by the agricultural de-
partment. The amount of lands sowh
to-wheiat gnd oats this fall andg the
preparation and fertilization’ o1 same
will “have much to do in convineing
those who want to neip ‘us that we
ure willlng first to help ourselves.

“Finally, don't lose sight orf this
condition: We are going to have a
surplua. of cotton which wlit be a
mennea to godd prices ns long as it
existy.
